Joe  Roberts,  73,  and  his  wife  Helen,  68,  of  Fleetwood,  Lancashire, 
wrote  to  Wyre  Council  complaining  about  its  promotion  of  gay 
issues.  The  regular  churchgoers  said  the  council  was  “pandering” 
to  minority  groups  and  said  they  felt  discriminated  against. 

A  Lancashire  Police  spokesman  said:  “A  police  officer  attended 
an  address  in  Fleetwood  to  make  further  inquiries  and  to  establish 
whether  a  ‘hate’  crime  had  been  committed. 

The  two  pensioners  join  family  campaigner,  Lynette  Burrows,  who 
was  ‘lent  on’  by  police  after  she  questioned  the  Government’s 
policy  of  allowing  homosexuals  to  adopt  children  during  a  radio 
programme.

THE  Government  has  admitted 
that  it  is  having  severe  problems 
coping  with  the  number  of  asylum 
seekers  and  refugees  attempting  to 
settle  in  Britain. 

The  Commons  all-party  public 
accounts  committee  heard  from 
Jeremy  Oppenheim  of  the  National 
Asylum  Seeker  Support  Service,  who 
admitted  that  there  was  a  “severe 
problem  and  loss  of  control”  in  the 
asylum  system.

MANCHESTER  Police’s  obsession 
with  fast  track  recruiting  and 
positive  discrimination  for  ethnic 
minorities  is  not  only  prejudicial 
and  unfair,  it  is  also  downright 
dangerous. 

In  October,  a  policeman  from  Bury 
was  charged  at  Oldham  Magistrates 
Court  with  five  counts  of  misconduct 
in  a  public  office  and  of  indecent 
assault  in  connection  with  incidents 
against  two  women.  PC  Shajan  Miah, 
26,  resigned  from  the  Greater 
Manchester  Police  two  days  after  he 
was  charged  with  the  offences. 

In  the  same  month,  another  Greater 
Manchester  policeman  left  the  force 
in  disgrace  after  being  convicted  of  a 
car  insurance  scam. 

PC  Shahid  Ahmed,  25,  tried  to  dupe 
senior  colleagues  by  passing  off  an 
invalid  motor  insurance  certificate 
as  genuine.  Investigating  officers 
discovered  the  certificate  had  a 
different  make  of  car  listed  on  it,  and 
was  made  out  by  a  company  which 
had  not  traded  for  five  years.

No  need  for  quotas 

SENIOR  police  chiefs’  almost 
manic  desperation  to  recruit 
members  of  the  ethnic  minorities 
to  meet  ‘quotas’  is  misplaced, 
according  to  the  most  recent 
Government  figures. 

This  puts  the  country’s  ethnic 
minority  population  at  8%,  and  the 
numbers  of  ethnic  police  within 
the  force  at  9.8%,  making  the 
current  obsession  with  positive 
discrimination  unnecessary. 


Tariq  Mahmood  who  was  involved 
in  a  hit  and  run  accident  in  Ashton- 
Under-Lyne  which  injured  two  women 
and  a  child.  He  had  no  insurance  and 
tried  to  lie  his  way  out  of  trouble  by 
saying  his  girlfriend  was  driving  the 
car  at  the  time,  he  even  went  to  the 
trouble  of  having  the  car  re-sprayed  in 
order  to  avoid  detection. 

Although  the  officer  was  found  guilty, 
he  was  not  dismissed  from  Greater 
Manchester  police,  presumably  in  the 
interests  of  maintaining  ethnic  quotas. 
Fast  tracking  recruits  from  minority 
communities  in  order  to  meet  quotas 
means  that  applicants  are  being 


chosen  solely  on  a  racial  basis  when 
they  should  be  chosen  on  qualities 
more  associated  with  being  a  police 
officer  -  such  as  honesty,  integrity 
and  the  ability  to  obey  the  very  laws 
they  are  charged  with  upholding. 

It  is  a  recruitment  policy  that  is 
discriminatory  against  White  British 
applicants  and  demoralising  for 
serving  officers  of  the  indigenous 
population  as  the  policy  also  extends 
to  promotional  opportunities. 

For  a  serving  policeman  with  a  good 
track  record  to  realise  that  he  has  been 
overlooked  for  promotion  merely 
because  there  are  not  enough  black  or 
minority  Inspectors  in  the  force  must 
be  a  bitter  pill  to  have  to  swallow. 

It  is  about  time  our  police  force 
returned  to  recruiting  on  merit  and 
scrapped  the  quota  system.  After  all 
what  good  is  having  a  police  force 
with  the  correct  mix  of  ethnicity  if  we 
cannot  trust  them  to  do  their  job  with 
the  honesty,  integrity  and  decency  we 
deserve  from  our  police? 

Only  the  British  National  Party 
would  restore  the  tradition  of 
recruiting  the  best  candidates  for 
the  job  regardless  of  colour.

A  FAMILY  campaigner  has  been 
‘lent  on’  by  police  to  try  to  stop 
her  questioning  the  policy  of  allowing 
homosexuals  to  adopt  children. 

Lynette  Burrows,  the  author  and  family 
campaigner,  said  she  did  not  believe 
that  homosexuals  should  be  allowed 
to  adopt  when  she  was  interviewed 
on  the  Victoria  Derbyshire  show  on 
Radio  Five  Live. 

She  said  that  placing  boys  with  two 
homosexuals  for  adoption  was  as 
obvious  a  risk  as  placing  a  girl  with 
two  heterosexual  men  who  offered 
themselves  as  parents. 

Within  hours  of  the  programme  being 
aired,  police  contacted  Mrs  Burrows, 
who  was  left  shaken  by  the  approach: 
“They  were  leaning  on  me,  letting  me 
know  that  the  police  had  an  interest 
in  my  views.  I  think  it  is  sinister  and 
completely  unacceptable.” 

Scotland  Y ard  confirmed  that  remarks 
made  during  the  programme  were 
being  investigated.  A  spokesman  said: 
“Homophobic  and  racist  incidents  are 
now  priority  crimes.” 


Officers  trained  in 
gypsy  customs 

POLICE  in  Merseyside  are  to 
be  trained  in  gypsy  customs 
to  help  improve  officers’  relations 
with  travelling  families. 

Deputy  Chief  Constable  Jon  Murphy, 
described  the  training  package  for 
officers  as  “revolutionary”. 

He  said  it  helped  officers  understand 
the  “culture  and  customs  of  gypsies 
and  travellers  to  ensure  we  deliver  an 
efficient,  effective  and  professional 
service”. 

Such  a  gypsy  and  traveller  policy  is 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  UK. 
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BRITISH  National  Party 
councillor,  Richard  Mulhall, 
has  launched  a  scathing  attack 
on  the  Halifax-based  confectionary 
factory,  Nestle,  after  he  discovered 
that  they  were  refusing  to  employ 
local  engineers,  electricians  and 
plumbers  and  opting  instead  to 
recruit  them  from  Poland.

THE  three  BNP  councillors  voted 
against  Calderdale  Council’s 
decision  to  sell  the  town’s  home  for 
football  and  rugby  league,  the  Shay 
Stadium,  to  ‘the  highest  bidder.’ 
The  Council’s  decision  to  sell  to  a 
developer  came  in  the  wake  of  the 
Shay  Stadium  Trust’s  (SST)  request 
for  a  £3  million  loan.

But  now  Calderdale  Council  proposes 
to  sell  the  stadium  despite  agreeing  in 
principal  to  a  minimum  3  5 -year  lease 
before  the  clubs  commenced  work  on 
the  north  and  south  end  terraces.

current  technology  without  paying  for 
research. 

•  Retrain  our  ‘old  economy’ 
workers  who  have  been  dumped 
on  the  long-term  sick  and  early 
retirement  lists  as  a  way  of  fiddling 
the  unemployment  figures.  Giving 
these  people  back  their  dignity, 
self-reliance  and  pride  wouldn’t  just 
help  solve  the  pensions  crisis,  it 
would  also  cut  the  human  waste  and 
health  tragedies  that  spring  from  the 
plight  of  working  men  who  are  told 
that  they  can’t  work  any  more. 

•  Stop  the  mass  immigration  that

THE  British  Army  has  received 
its  first  Muslim,  Buddhist, 
Hindu  and  Sikh  ‘chaplains’,  in 
line  with  a  politically  correct 
Government  initiative  to  make  the 
services  appear  more  inclusive. 

But  the  move  backfired  when  it  was 
revealed  just  how  unwilling  members 
of  the  ethnic  minorities  actually  are 
to  fight  for  what  most  of  them  clearly 
do  not  regard  as  their  country.

(absurdly  low)  official  figure  of  1.6 
million  of  them  living  in  Britain, 
there  would  be  over  5,500  Islamic 
squaddies,  not  just  305. 

In  fact,  there  are  certainly  more 
British-born  Muslims,  with  British 
passports,  fighting  in  the  ranks  of  al 
Qaeda  and  the  Taliban  than  in  the 
British  Army.  This  is  because  they 
know  which  side  their  religion  puts 
them  on,  and  that’s  an  allegiance  even 
the  commissioning  of  a  mullah  as  a 
chaplain  officer  in  our  army  won’t  be 
able  to  change.

Infiltration  of  Sharia  law 
threatens  human  rights 


A  REPORT  on  the  growth  of 
Islam  in  Britain  warns  that 
the  Muslim  community  is  seeking 
to  infiltrate  Sharia,  the  law  which 
defines  Islam,  into  the  British  legal 
system  to  give  the  country  a  distinct 
Islamist  dimension. 

The  Institute  for  the  Study  of  Islam 
and  Christianity  (ISIC)  is  worried  that 
this  will  lead  to  a  dual  legal  system 
which  would  be  highly  damaging  to 
our  traditional  legal  system. 

The  report  says  that  integrating  Sharia 
precepts  into  British  law  would 


gradually  impose  elements  of  Islamic 
religious  law  on  the  British  people. 
This  would  mean  that  the  human  rights 
of  individuals,  which  are  enshrined  in 
our  law,  would  be  compromised  as  an 
equality  of  service  is  not  being  offered 
to  all  customers. 

Dr  Patrick  Sookhdeo,  the  Director 
of  ISIC  and  author  of  the  report, 
believes  that  Muslim  communities 
are  actively  forming  a  parallel  society 
within  Britain,  becoming  autonomous 
and  establishing  their  own  “nation 
within  a  nation.” 


Positive  discrimination  boosts 
ethnic  minority  magistrates

The  Magistrates  Shadow  Scheme 
encourages  people  from  ethnic 
minorities  to  participate  in  the 
delivery  of  justice  and  experience 
the  work  of  a  magistrate. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  five  ethnic 
applicants  will  shadow  magistrates  for 
six  months  in  1 5  different  areas  across 
England  and  Wales.  The  scheme 


has  produced  18  magistrates  and 
50  more  have  applied  to  join  the 
magistracy  since  it  started  in  Bristol 
and  Birmingham  in  2001 . 

Simon  Woolley,  Director  of  Operation 
Black  Vote  which  is  behind  the 
scheme,  believes  it  is  changing  the 
face  of  the  criminal  justice  system: 
“Now  black  men  and  women  are 
taking  their  place  on  the  benches 
dispensing  justice  and  building 
confidence  between  Black  and  other 
ethnic  communities  and  the  courts.” 


Labour  breaks  its

The  East  and  North  Hertfordshire  NHS 
Trust  denied  that  the  move  was  just 
to  save  money,  claiming  it  would 
‘increase  efficiency’.  But  a  spokesman 
said  that  it  was  of  concern  to  the  Trust 
that  “there  were  racist  undertones  to 
the  arguments  being  used  by  those 
opposing  the  jobs  shift  to  India.”

MORE  than  150  jobs  are  to  go 
at  a  hi-tech  fibre-optics  plant 
in  south  Devon  after  US-based 
Bookham  Technology  announced 
it  was  transferring  its  laser  chip 
business  to  China. 

The  redundant  workers  will  join  more 
than  600  colleagues  who  lost  their 
jobs  last  year,  and  the  4,000  who 
lost  their  jobs  when  the  plant  was 
previously  owned  by  Canadian  firm, 
Nortel  networks.

HE  BRITISH  National  Party 
has  been  left  on  its  own  as 
the  country’s  only  real  opposition 
party  prepared  to  defend  our 
traditional  principles  against  the 
politically  correct  agenda  that  has 
now  been  adopted  by  all  three 
mainstream  parties. 

The  election  of  David  Cameron  as 
Conservative  Party  leader  has 
ruthlessly  silenced  the  voice  of 
traditional  conservatism  and  has  left 
the  people  of  Britain  with  all  their 
main  political  parties  singing  from 
the  same  song  sheet. 

Tony  Blair  and  Government  must 
be  rubbing  their  hands  with  glee 
because  they  now  have  the  perfect 
opposition.  Even  if  the  Tories  or 
the  Liberal  Democrats  win  the  next 
General  Election,  New  Labour’s 
social,  cultural,  constitutional  and 
economic  policies  are  in  safe  hands 
and  guaranteed  to  be  continued. 
Defending  family  values  and 
introducing  immigration  controls 
were  the  two  Conservative  policies 
that  set  the  party  apart  from 
Labour  and  the  Lib-Dems. 

Now  David  Cameron  has  abandoned 
this  last  significant  difference  from 
the  established  liberal  consensus, 
leaving  the  half  of  the  population  that 
supports  the  traditional  and  patriotic 
way  forward  without  a  voice  . . .  apart 
from  the  British  National  Party. 

The  change  in  direction  was  heralded 
by  the  Tories  appointing  a  lesbian 
activist  as  a  vice-chairman  of  the 
party.  Margo  James  is  a  millionaire 
businesswoman  who  became  the 
first  openly  lesbian  Conservative 
to  stand  for  Parliament  when  she 
fought  Holborn  and  St  Pancras  at  the 
General  Election. 

Another  vice-chairman’s  post  goes  to 
Sayeeda  Warsi,  a  former  race  relations 
adviser  who  stood  in  Dewsbury, 


attempting  to  become  Britain’s  first 
Muslim  woman  MP. 

Miss  Warsi  and  Ms  James  are 
expected  to  benefit  from  an  A-list 
scheme  announced  by  the  new  Tory 
leader  to  put  his  favoured  colleagues 
in  winnable  parliamentary  seats  at  the 
next  election. 

Within  days  of  David  Cameron  taking 
over  the  reins,  the  Conservative 
Party  Chairman  Francis  Maude 
announced  that  immigration  had 
been  “fantastically  good”  for  Britain. 
The  party  then  called  for  the  European 
Union  worker  registration  scheme, 
which  helps  limit  the  number  of  people 
coming  to  Britain  from  the  Eastern 
European  countries,  to  be  scrapped. 
David  Cameron  said  the  Tories  were 
jettisoning  its  policy  calling  for 
stricter  immigration  controls  and 
would  now  welcome  those  fleeing 
persecution  in  their  own  countries. 
He  told  the  Daily  Mail : 

“That  means  not  just  letting  them  in, 
but  taking  them  to  our  hearts,  feeding, 
clothing  and  schooling  them”. 

It  was  unfortunate  timing  coming 
just  a  week  after  a  policewoman 


was  gunned  down  on  a  Bradford 
street  by  a  gang  of  Somali  asylum 
seekers. 

These  dramatic  changes  within  the 
Conservative  Party,  all  made  in  such 
a  short  space  of  time,  will  have 
a  demoralising  effect  on  a  large 
section  of  the  membership.  Back  in 
April,  the  Chairman  of  a  Conserv¬ 
ative  Association  in  Yorkshire 
complained  about  the  BNP  putting 
up  a  candidate  in  his  constituency. 
“Y ou  are  taking  our  vote  and  if  s  counter 
productive,”  he  wrote  to  Freedom : 
“Hardly  one  of  our  meetings  goes 
by  without  Enoch  Powell  being 
mentioned,  and  Michael  Howard’s 
strong  stance  on  immigration  shows 
the  Conservatives  know  of  the  dangers 
facing  this  country  and  are  prepared 
to  tackle  them  head  on.”

Registration  forms  can  be  obtained 
from  local  councils  or  downloaded 
from  www.aboutmyvote.co.uk  and 
you  must  register  by  Monday  13th 
March  if  you  wish  to  vote  in  the  local 
elections  on  May  4th. 

Remember  it  is  your  vote  that  could 
give  your  local  council  a  British 
National  Party  councillor. 


INTER-communal  riots  have  been 
a  depressingly  common  feature 
of  life  in  Northern  Ireland  over 
past  decades  but  the  one  that  broke 
out  in  Dungannon,  Co.  Tyrone,  was 
something  new. 

The  rival  gangs  laying  into  each  other 
with  sticks  and  cudgels  and  smashing 
up  any  car  in  the  vicinity  were  from 
the  town’s  new  Lithuanian  and  East 
Timorese  communities. 

The  rioting  broke  out  between  rival 
bands  of  immigrants  shipped  in  to 
provide  cheap  labour  at  the  town’s 
Moy  Park  poultry  factory. 

The  Lithuanians  were  in  Dungannon 
because  their  country,  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  Baltic  Sea,  has  just 
joined  the  European  Union.  Quite 
what  the  East  Timorese,  from  an 
island  between  Java  and  Australia 
previously  ruled  by  the  Portuguese 
and  Indonesians  but  never  by  Britain, 
were  doing  there  is  not  quite  clear. 
But  what  is  crystal  clear  is  that  it 
is  the  local  people  who  suffer  from 
this  influx  of  cheap  foreign  labour. 
It’s  an  area  that  already  has  one  of 
the  highest  rates  of  unemployment 
anywhere  in  the  British  Isles. 


Sending  ‘British’ 
money  abroad 
hurts  local 
communities 

Britain  is  to  spend  £7.5 
million  pounds  to  reduce  the 
cost  and  improve  efficiency  when 
sending  money  to  Bangladesh 
from  Bangladeshi  communities 
living  in  Britain. 

This  money,  known  as  remittances, 
is  earned  in  Britain  but  then 
transferred  to  family  members  back 
in  Bangladesh. 

The  transfer  of  money  out  of  Britain 
hurts  the  areas  from  where  the  money 
was  earned.  When  a  factory  pays  its 
workforce,  the  shops  and  businesses 
in  the  community  around  that  factory 
hope  the  money  is  spent  locally  so 
that  such  services  can  be  maintained 
and  the  area  can  thrive. 

When  a  portion  of  these  vital  funds  is 
sent  overseas  it  is  the  local  community 
that  suffers. 

The  Government  should  be  making 
it  harder  to  send  money  out  of  the 
country  not  paying  to  make  it  easier. 


Minorities  gel  job  help 

TAXPAYERS’  money  is  being 
used  to  finance  a  special  scheme 
to  help  people  from  ethnic 
minorities  into  employment  in  Bury 
in  Lancashire. 

The  ‘Routeways  to  Work  in  Bury’ 
programme  will  be  based  at  a  work 
centre  at  the  town’ s  Asian  Development 
Association  and  will  offer  daily 
surgeries  to  help  with  C Vs,  job  applica¬ 
tions  and  filling  local  vacancies.  It  will 
also  organise  job  fairs,  promote  public 
sector  employment  opportunities  and 
liaise  with  personnel  managers. 

F or  Bury  ’  s  White  unemployed  there  ’  s 
no  such  Government  help,  just  their 
place  in  the  dole  queue. 
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Minorities  harass 
asylum  seekers 

REFUGEE  ghettos  are  being 
created  around  the  country 
because  the  Government  is 
sending  asylum  seekers  to 
places  that  already  have  a  large 
ethnic  minority  population,  a 
report  has  said. 

An  independent  study  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  Home  Office 
suggested  that  more  refugees 
should  be  settled  in  affluent  parts 
of  the  country. 

The  study  found  that  asylum 
seekers  were  three  times  more 
likely  to  be  assaulted  in  areas  with 
a  high  ethnic  minority  population 
and  were  also,  surprisingly,  twice 
as  likely  to  face  racial  harassment 
in  such  areas. 


Anglers  In  fear 
frem  fish  thieves 

IMMIGRANTS  from  Eastern 
Europe  are  removing  vast 
quantities  of  fish  from  our  lakes 
with  huge  nets  and  traps  that 
threaten  the  very  future  of  angling 
in  parts  of  the  country. 

One  100-yard  net  was  found  on 
Cambridgeshire’s  River  Ouse  and 
similar  nets  have  been  found  in  other 
areas  across  Britain. 

Freedom  has  reported  over  the  last 
three  years  the  growing  incidents  of 
immigrants  stealing  coarse  fish  using 
set  lines,  but  this  new  revelation 
of  using  huge  gill  nets  to  increase 
the  catch  takes  the  stealing  to  new 
fish- stock  threatening  levels. 

The  Environment  Agency  echoes  the 
concern  of  anglers  with  their  spokesman, 
Stephen  Gledhill,  confirming:  “Such 
incidents  are  becoming  common.”

The  Angling  Times  unearthed  a  wealth 
of  evidence  of  fish  stealing  as  part 
of  an  investigation  into  dwindling 
fish  stocks,  discovering  nationwide 
concern  amongst  anglers  that  little 
was  being  done  about  the  problem. 
Some  anglers  claimed  political 
correctness  was  stopping  the 
authorities  tackling  the  crime  because 
immigrants  were  involved,  while 
others  were  even  too  frightened  to 
talk  to  the  newspaper  for  fear  of 
reprisals  from  the  fish  thieves. 


l-in-5  babies  to  mums 
not  born  in  Britain 


NEARLY  640,000  infants  were 
born  in  England  and  Wales 
in  2004  up  almost  three  per  cent 
on  the  previous  year. 

One  in  five  of  them  were  to 
mothers  not  born  in  Britain,  a 
huge  change  from  one  in  eight 
a  decade  earlier.  There  were  no 
figures  published  for  the  number 
of  ethnic  minority  births. 

The  number  of  babies  born 
outside  wedlock  is  also  rising, 
up  to  42%  last  year.

MOST  people  know  of  the  havoc 
caused  by  the  imported  grey 
squirrel  to  our  native  red  squirrel 
habitats  and  the  destruction  wreaked 
on  our  native  woodland  environments 
by  the  imported  monkjack  deer. 

Well  now  there’s  another  unwanted 
immigrant.  The  Chinese  mitten  crab 
has  been  released  in  our  waterways 
and  now  threatens  our  environment. 


This  latest  arrival  to  our  shores  doesn’t 
like  our  strong  river  currents,  so  it 
burrows  into  the  riverbank  causing  the 
entire  bank  to  become  unstable  and 
collapse  into  the  river. 

Another  unpleasant  trait  of  the  mitten 
crab  is  its  wholesale  slaughter  of  our 
native  river  crab,  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  have  nearly  been  eradicated  from 
stretches  of  our  south  east  waterways. 


Supermarkets  fuel 
farm  price  crisis 


Rural  Viewpoint:  A  Scottish  farmer  speaks 
out  against  the  power  of  the  supermarkets

HERE  HAVE  been  reports  in 
recent  issues  of  Freedom  on  the 
large  supermarket  chains  who  seek 
to  dominate  areas,  putting  small 
local  shops  out  of  business. 
However  it  is  not  just  small  businesses 
who  are  being  squeezed  out  of 
existence.  The  supermarkets  are  also 
crippling  our  farmers. 

For  the  last  30  years  the  UK  has  been 
bombarded  with  imported  beef,  lamb, 
pork  and  vegetables.  This  has  forced 
British  farmers  to  give  up  breeding 
cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  and  switch  to 
growing  cereals  in  an  effort  to  stay  in 
business. 

Farmers  used  to  be  able  to  grow 
produce  and  set  their  own  price  for 
their  own  goods.  These  would  be  sold 
to  supermarkets  and  local  shops  at  a 
price  on  which  farmers  could  make  a 
decent  living.  But  now  they  are  being 
coerced  into  contracts  for  their  goods 
by  supermarkets  which  now  tell  the 
farmer  what  to  grow,  how  much  to 
grow  and  what  price  they  will  pay  for 
these  goods. 

Back  in  the  1970’ s  farmers  were  paid 
around  £100  per  ton  for  cereal  crops 
such  as  wheat,  barley  and  oats,  whilst 
potatoes  were  anything  between  £80 
to  £200  per  ton,  depending  on  the 
quality  and  market  needs. 

Today  cereal  crops  are  selling  for  just 
under  £100  per  ton  and  potatoes  in 
the  region  of  £60  -  £150  per  ton. 

This  means  that  farmers  haven’t  seen 
a  rise  in  produce  prices  since  the 
1970’s  but  they  still  have  to  try  to 
sustain  a  viable  business. 

Over  the  years  farmers  have  had  to 
struggle  with  inflated  prices  and  things 
such  as  machinery,  fuel,  chemicals, 


seed,  as  well  as  workers  wages  have 
been  on  the  increase,  yet  the  prices 
paid  for  their  produce  have  not  risen. 
Meanwhile,  supermarket  prices  have 
doubled,  tripled  and  quadrupled  since 
the  1970’s  whilst  the  farm  gate  price 
is  stuck  in  a  30  year  time  warp 
Back  in  the  1980’s  the  Conservative 
Government  encouraged  massive 
imports  of  meat  and  other  farm 
produce  which  contributed  to  a  surplus 
of  British  produce,  leading  to  the 
butter  and  grain  mountains. 

To  resolve  this  problem  the  Tories 
created  set-aside  land  on  each  farm, 
which  meant  that  every  farmer  had  to 
leave  12%  of  their  land  fallow  for  a

year  to  receive  a  subsidy. 

In  those  days  farmers  would  have 
made  more  money  growing  crops 
on  this  land,  rather  than  receiving 
payment  for  doing  nothing. 

Now  New  Fabour  has  done  away 
with  set-aside  but  with  the  current 
squeeze  on  farm  prices,  it  is  not  worth 
growing  more  crops. 

In  my  area  of  East  Fothian,  farmers 
have  given  up  growing  potatoes,  or 
rearing  cattle  and  sheep  to  try  other 
ventures,  such  as  selling  land  for 
housing  or  turning  their  fields  into 
holiday  parks  or  even  golf  courses. 
There  is  a  demand  for  British  produce 
and  yet  New  Fabour  allows  the 
large  supermarket  chains  to  cripple 
our  farming  industry.  This  policy 
will  lead  to  there  being  so  little 
home-grown  produce  that  imported 
foods  will  be  the  major  player  in  our 
food  chain  and  our  rural  areas  will 
be  in  poverty  and  distress. 

Next  time  you  want  to  buy  farm 
produce,  think  seriously  about  where  it 
comes  from.  Make  sure  it  is  British  and 
if  in  doubt,  then  go  to  your  local  farm 
shop  or  farmers’  market  and  support 
your  local  growers  where  quality  will 
be  assured  and  at  a  realistic  price. 


Islam  targets 
schools  in 
East  London 


LABOUR’S  education  reforms 
have  given  faith  organisations 
a  ‘green  light’  to  set  up  charitable 
trusts  to  run  state  schools. 

This  is  worrying  the  teaching 
profession  who  believe  that  extreme 
religious  sects  will  see  this  as  an 
opportunity  to  take  control  of  schools 
and  peddle  their  fanatical  message. 
One  East  Fondon  teacher  emailed 
Freedom  to  voice  her  concerns: 

“In  my  area  faith  groups  are  queuing 
up  to  take  over  the  local  schools  and 
every  group  advocates  one  shade  or 
another  of  fundamental  Islam. 

“It’s  absolute  nonsense  for  the 
Department  for  Education  to  claim 
that  the  requirements  of  ‘promoting 
community  cohesion  and  good  race 
relations’  will  act  as  a  safeguard. 
Any  teacher  or  parent  daring  to  speak 
out  against  this  Islamification  of  our 
schools  would  be  branded  ‘a  racist’, 
so  everyone  is  going  to  stay  silent. 
“My  colleagues  and  I  know  that  once 
a  school  is  taken  over  by  one  of 
these  religious  sects  the  first  people 
to  get  their  marching  orders  will  be 
non-Muslim  teachers. 


Candei  Couicil  puts  Islam  befire  animal  welfare 


NOT  STUNNED:  Senior  Muslims  in  Camden  insisted  that  animals  slaughtered 
for  school  meals  must  be  done  so  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Koran. 


PARENTS  OF  Muslim  school- 
children  in  Camden  in  West 
London  were  furious  when  they 
found  out  that  the  halal  school 
dinners  being  provided  by  Camden 
Council  were  not  prepared  to  the 
strictest  interpretation  of  the  Koran. 
The  council  had  hoped  to  appease 
both  Islamic  and  animal  welfare 
lobbies  by  using  meat  that  had  been 
ritually  slaughtered  by  a  more  humane 
method  whereby  the  animal  still  has 
its  throat  cut  while  conscious,  but  had 
at  least  been  stunned  first. 

Now  any  animal  welfare  interests 
have  been  set  aside  to  accommodate 
the  wishes  of  Camden’s  Muslim 
community.  Just  like  any  regard  for 
Camden’s  non-Muslim  community 
was  set  aside  last  year  when  the 
council  secretly  introduced  halal 
meat  for  all  school  dinners  in  the 
borough’s  schools. 

The  new  set  of  rules  for  school 
dinners,  including  rights  of  tender, 


were  drawn  up  by  a  panel  of  senior 
Camden  Muslims  and  accepted  fully 
by  the  council.  Fabour  councillor, 
Janet  Guthrie,  admitted  that  school 
meals  had  “become  an  embarrassment 
to  the  council”,  but  added  “I’m 
pleased  that  we  are  now  seem  to  be 
getting  back  on  track.”  -  Back  on 


track  towards  a  society  dictated  by 
Islamic  interests? 

When  halal  meat  is  used  in  school 
dinners  it  raises  the  price  of  each  meal 
by  around  15%.  This  additional  cost 
came  to  light  when  BNP  councillors 
in  Halifax  investigated  their  council’s 
use  of  halal  meat  in  school  dinners. 


£93  million  in 
debt  but  NHS  Trust 
still  funds  Asian 
cookery  lessons 

THE  zero-star  Surrey  and  Sussex 
Health  Trust  is  £93  million 
pound  in  debt  and  has  been  forced 
to  close  three  operating  theatres 
and  an  entire  ward  at  Crawley 
Hospital  in  a  desperate  attempt  to 
save  money. 

Yet  the  Trust  is  still  spending 
taxpayers’  money  on  providing  Asian 
cookery  courses  and  Asian  Ladies’ 
Exercise  classes. 

One  English  patient  at  the  hospital 
applied  to  join  the  cookery  course  but 
was  told  it  was  open  only  to  Asians. 
When  she  complained  she  was  told 
that  the  NHS  Trust  was  within  it 
rights  because  Asians  were  a  special 
case  for  preferential  treatment  due  to 
their  increased  risk  of  diabetes  and 
coronary  heart  disease. 
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There  was  a  festive  spirit  at  the  BNP  demonstration 
in  support  of  Nick  Griffin  and  Mark  Collett  outside 
Leeds  Crown  Court  just  before  Christmas. 
Things  will  be  much  more  serious  for  the  start  of 
the  actual  proceedings  on  Thursday  16th  January.

March  will  be  D-Day  far  ‘DNP  two’ 
fighting  to  get  their  jobs  back 


AT  THE  end  of  March  BNP 
councillor,  Arthur  Redfearn, 
will  have  his  employment  tribunal 
hearing  in  the  case  of  his  dismissal 
from  his  job  with  West  Yorkshire 
Transport  Services  (WYTS). 
WYTS  claimed  that  they  had  sacked 
the  Bradford  City  councillor  on 
‘health  and  safety  grounds’  after  it 
was  discovered  he  was  standing  for 
election  as  a  BNP  candidate.  But  now 
a  tribunal  will  consider  whether  he 
was  discriminated  against 
and  whether  YWTS’s  claim 
of  health  and  safety  reasons 
was  genuinely  founded  and 
properly  formulated. 

Arthur’s  solicitor,  Philip 
Chapman,  said:  “This  case 
is  important,  not  just  for 
him  but  there’s  a  public 
interest  as  well.  It  is  about 
the  principle  of  whether 
somebody  can  be  penalised 
in  the  workplace  -  in  this 


case  losing  his  job  -  simply  because 
he  has  chosen  to  be  a  member  of  a 
particular  political  party.” 

Awaiting  the  outcome  of  Arthur’s 
case  will  be  Tina  Wingfield,  a  Primary 
Care  Health  Worker  from  Cumbria. 
She  was  suspended  from  work  after  a 
report  in  a  local  newspaper  linked  her 
with  the  British  National  Party. 

Tina  worked  for  the  North  Cumbria 
NHS  Trust  in  Carlisle  as  a  graduate 
mental  health  worker,  but  a  week 


after  the  report  appeared  in  the  News 
and  Star  she  was  told  that  she  was 
suspended  from  her  job  pending  an 
internal  enquiry. 

After  nearly  three  months  of  investi¬ 
gations  the  Trust  said  they  had 
found  “no  evidence  of  unprofessional 
behaviour  and  as  a  result  will  not  be 
taking  any  disciplinary  action.” 

But  the  Trust  went  on  to  say  that 
the  post  she  had  been  employed  in 
had  been  discontinued  and  they  were 
unable  to  offer  her  suitable 
alternative  employment. 

Tina’s  appeal  against  her 
dismissal  has  now  been  put 
on  hold  after  solicitors  for 
the  North  Cumbria  NHS  Trust 
asked  the  tribunal  to  delay 
proceedings  “until  the  outcome 
of  the  Redfearn  case.”

Just  a  thread  separates 
civilization  from  barbarism 


JOHN  BUCHAN  (1875-1940)  is 
mainly  remembered  today  as 
the  author  of  the  thriller  novel 
The  Thirty-Nine  Steps,  whose  hero, 
Richard  Hannay,  was  in  many 
( though  not  all)  ways  the  prototype 
of  James  Bond. 

But  he  also  enjoyed  a  career  that 
encompassed,  amongst  many  other 
roles,  practising  at  the  Bar,  war  service 
as  a  military  intelligence  officer  and 
being  elected  to  Westminster  as  a 
Conservative  MP.  He  also  served 
as  Lord  High  Commissioner  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland,  and  was  the  Governor- 
General  of  Canada. 

The  son  of  a  humble  Fife  minister, 
John  Buchan  was  a  shining  exemplar 
of  patriotic  public  service,  who  at 
the  same  time  put  forward  ideas  for 
Britain’s  role  in  the  world  which,  had 
they  been  heeded,  would  have  placed 
her  in  the  forefront  of  a  world  power 
made  up  of  our  own  kith  and  kin, 
instead  of  adhering  to  the  European 
Union.  Buchan  also  issued  a  warning 
of  the  Islamic  threat  to  the  West, 
something  sufficiently  timely  to  be 
pulled  hastily  from  the  BBC  airwaves 
after  the  July  7th  bombings! 


WORLD  WAR  1 :  Buchan  served  as 
a  military  intelligence  officer. 


Buchan’s  vision,  shared  by  other 
radical  patriots  of  his  day  such 
as  Joseph  Chamberlain  and  Cecil 
Rhodes,  was  of  the  British-settled 
Dominions  such  as  Canada,  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  confederating  with 
the  Mother  Country  to  build  a  Greater 
British  superpower. 

As  Buchan  put  it: 

“I  dreamed  of  a  world-wide 
brotherhood  with  the  background  of  a 
common  race  and  creed,  consecrated  to 
the  service  of  peace;  Britain  enriching 
the  rest  with  her  culture  and  traditions, 
and  the  spirit  of  the  Dominions  like  a

strong  wind  freshening  the  stuffiness 
of  the  old  lands. 

“I  saw  in  the  Empire  a  means  of 
giving  to  the  congested  masses  at 
home  open  country  instead  of  a  blind 
alley.  Our  creed  was  not  based  on 
antagonism  to  any  other  people”. 
Instead  of  importing  immigrants  to 
a  shrinking  island,  Buchan  wanted 
our  country  to  export  her  people 
to  an  expanding  British  world. 
Buchan’s  dream  of  Britain’s  world 
role  as  motherland  of  a  global 
ethnically-British  superpower  stands 
in  stark  contrast  to  our  feeble  role  in 
the  current  EU  nightmare. 

Buchan’s  dream  never  came  true. 
Betrayed  because  the  Tory  Party 
he  supported  lacked  his  vision  and 
the  radicalism  he  believed  should  be 
part  of  its  creed  -  he  also  expressed 
a  preference  for  socialism  over 
“orthodox  liberalism”  -  and  fell  into 
the  palsied  hands  of  political  eunuchs 
content  to  “manage  decline”. 

But  one  of  his  nightmares  has  been 
realised.  In  1916,  in  Greenmantle , 
one  of  the  sequels  to  The  Thirty 
Nine  Steps ,  Buchan’s  heroes,  Richard 
Hannay  and  Sandy  Arbuthnot,  battle 
an  anti-Western  Islamic  jihad,  led  by 
a  figure  eerily  reminiscent  of  Osama 
bin  Laden.  The  book  is  alarmingly 
prophetic,  except  that  determined 
British  officers,  unhobbled  by  political 
correctness,  take  decisive  action  to  nip 
the  proto-al-Qaeda  in  the  bud. 
Decisive  action  was  indeed  taken  on 
this  issue  by  their  successors  in  charge 


of  our  country.  A  dramatisation  of 
Greenmantle  was  being  broadcast  as 
a  series  on  BBC  Radio  Four.  Immedi¬ 
ately  after  Islamic  militants  bombed 
London  on  July  7th,  the  BBC  pulled 
the  plug  on  the  rest  of  the  series. 
Buchan’s  warning  of  the  threat  of 
Islamic  militancy  was  described  by 
the  BBC  authorities  as  “unsuitable 
and  insensitive”  -  now  it  had  so 
horribly  come  true  decades  later. 

We  can  only  hope,  as  the  West 
reels  under  the  impact  of  Islam, 
immigration,  environmental  collapse 
and  economic  globalization,  that 
Buchan’s  other  nightmare  is  not  also 
realized: 

“ Y ou  think,”  he  warned  in  1 9 1 6,  “that 
a  wall  as  solid  as  the  Earth  separates 
civilization  from  barbarism.  I  tell  you 
the  division  is  a  thread,  a  pane  of 
glass.  A  touch  here,  a  push  there,  and 
you  bring  back  the  reign  of  Saturn” 

-  the  god  of  chaos,  mayhem,  anarchy 
and  catastrophe. 

John  Buchan’s  dreams  died,  starved 

-  like  many  other  such  visions  of 
British  greatness  in  fields  from 
technology  to  politics  to  culture  to 
industry  over  the  past  lifetime  -  of 
the  energy,  vision  and  leadership 
to  give  them  flesh.  For  the  same 
reason,  from  the  bomb-blasted 
burrows  under  London  to  the 
blazing  banlieues  around  Paris,  his 
nightmares  have  lived  and  grown 
to  haunt  us  . . . 


PROPHETIC:  His  book,  Greenmantle , 
written  back  in  1914,  predicted  an 
anti-Western  Islamic  jihad.

The  breaking  up  of 
the  United  Kingdom 

FOR  MOST  people  Tony  Blair’s  legacy  when  he 
goes  will  be  the  Iraq  war  debacle,  but  I  think  he 
is  far  more  likely  to  be  remembered  for  the  break 
up  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

He  has  set  the  ball  rolling  towards  devolved  government 
and  once  rolling  it  now  has  a  momentum  all  of  its  own 
which  appears  to  be  unstoppable. 

Already  the  government  is  proposing  the  biggest 
transfer  of  power  from  Westminster  to  Wales  since 
the  Welsh  Assembly  was  created  in  1999  and  now 
promises  the  Welsh  a  referendum  of  full  law  making 
powers  after  the  next  election.  The  Conservatives  not 
to  be  outdone  are  promising  the  Scots  a  full  handover 
of  tax  raising  powers  to  Holyrood  if  they  win  the  next 
election,  that  is  if  the  Scots  wish  it.  This  leaves  a  very 
real  democratic  deficit  in  England. 

It  seems  that  Tony  Blair  has  great  difficulty  in  even  pronouncing  the  word 
England.  In  a  recent  speech  he  gave  on  education,  which  due  to  devolved 
powers  only  applied  to  England,  he  managed  to  speak  at  length  without 
once  mentioning  the  word  as  if  its  very  utterance  would  have  choked  him. 
Certainly  not  for  him  are  thoughts  of  an  English  parliament.  He  would  far 
rather  take  us  down  another  route. 

Although  the  north  of  England  voted  against  regional  administrations, 
they  still  lurk  there  in  the  shadows  like  an  evil  spirit.  It  seems  that  the  aim 
is  for  England  to  disappear,  transformed  into  separate  regions.  Towards 
this  objective  we  already  hear  talk  that  the  historic  shires  are  to  disappear 
and  then  there’s  the  decision  to  regionalize  the  police  force. 

This  land  is  soaked  in  the  blood  of  our  ancestors  who  from  the  time  of  the 
first  true  English  King  Athelstan  fought  for  England  and  the  Crown.  It  was 
in  the  reign  of  Ethelred  that  the  men  of  Essex  under  Earl  Bryhtnoth  made 
a  valiant  stand  against  the  Vikings  at  the  Battle  of  Malden.  They  fought 
to  the  last  man,  for  all  were  slain  and  their  courage  has  been  immortalised 
in  a  famous  Anglo  Saxon  poem.  To  avenge  this  and  further  attacks  the 
English  rose  en  masse  on  St.  Bryce’s  Day  and  slaughtered  the  Danes. 

We  live  today  in  more  civilized  times,  but  are  we  just  to  sit  back 
and  watch  our  country  disappear  and  become  just  regions  in  an 
EU  superstate?  The  time  has  come  to  raise  our  voices  in  protest 
throughout  the  land,  that  is  something  that  we  owe  our  ancestors. 

Those  voices 
from  the  past 

I  always  believed  myself  to  be  as  Tony 
Hancock  described  himself: 

100%  Anglo-Saxon  with  a  dash  of  Viking! 

I  RECENTLY  took  part  in  a  project  run  by  the  National 
Geographic  Society  to  further  research  into  the  human  genome. 
I  duly  sent  off  my  DNA  sample  and  was  later  informed  that  my 
mitochondrial  DNA  indicated  a  descent  from  the  first  people  to  enter 
Europe  45,000  years  ago. 

I  am  descended  from  the  clan  mother  who  Bryan  Sykes  in  his  book,  The  Seven 
Daughters  of  Eve,  called  Ursula.  She  is  also  the  clan  mother  of  the  Cheddar 
Man  whose  remains  were  found  at  Gough  Cave  in  the  Cheddar  Gorge  and 
which  have  been  radio  carbon  dated  to  thirteen  thousand  years  ago. 

I  have  always  believed  myself  to  be  as  Tony  Hancock  described  himself: 
100%  Anglo-Saxon  with  just  a  dash  of  Viking,  but  this  opens  up  the 
possibility  that  my  ancestors  may  have  been  in  these  islands,  roaming 
these  hills  for  up  to  thirteen  thousand  years. 

This  started  me  thinking  more  about  the  pre-history  of  the  islands.  It  is 
a  period  much  neglected  and  this  is  commented  upon  and  lamented  by 
Francis  Pryor  in  his  recent  book,  Britain  BC.  In  the  afterword  he  discusses 
the  fact  that  the  history  lessons  taught  at  school  always  seem  to  commence 
with  the  Roman  invasion  as  though  all  that  went  before  is  immaterial. 

We  are  always  being  told  how  the  Romans  civilized  us  yet  nothing  is 
said  however  of  the  fact  that  when  they  arrived  we  Britons  had  already 
been  fashioning  iron  tools  and  weapons  for  seven  hundred  years.  We  grew 
most  of  the  common  crops  to  be  found  today  and  possessed  sophisticated 
wheeled  vehicles.  Our  artisans  and  craftsmen  were  capable  of  producing 
works  of  art  that  hold  alongside  the  finest  creations  to  be  found  in  the 
ancient  world. 

Up  until  the  Conquest  we  had  been  an  insular  people  who  had  also  been 
very  capable  of  keeping  feuding  to  manageable  proportions  and  this  in  a 
society  which  was  at  that  time  remarkably  egalitarian. 

The  blood  of  these  ancient  people  still  courses  through  our  veins.  They 
have  instilled  in  us  a  belief  in  individual  freedom.  A  belief  which  still 
resonates  today  in  the  wish  to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  the  EU  and  all  its 
stifling  laws.  Could  it  be  that  the  voices  can  still  be  heard  echoing  down 
the  centuries  of  our  freedom  loving  iron-age  ancestors? 
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Classic  British 
poetry  axed  by 
multi-cultural 
censorship 

CLASSIC  works  from  Britain’s 
best  poets  are  being  dropped 
from  GCSE  course  work  and 
replaced  by  offerings  from  Pakistan 
and  the  West  Indies  in  order  to 
promote  the  multi-cultural  society. 
Chaucer,  Blake,  Milton,  Keats,  Gray 
and  Tennyson  have  all  been 
blackballed  by  exam  boards  and 
students  told  to  focus  on  poems  from 
Africa  and  Asia. 

The  required  poetry  anthology  has 
only  15  classic  poems  out  of  a  total  of 
64,  but  includes  the  likes  of  Moniza 
Alvi’s  Presents  from  My  Aunts  in 
Pakistan  and  John  Agard’s  Half-Caste 
written  in  Caribbean  dialect. 

The  work  of  the  poets  of  the  Great 
War,  Siegfried  Sassoon  and  Wilfred 
Owen  have  also  been  axed.  The 
latter’s  work,  Anthem  for  Doomed 
Youth ,  seems  to  aptly  describe  this 
latest  censorship  of  British  culture. 

In  their  efforts  to  promote 
multi-culturalism,  educationalists  are 
denying  schoolchildren  the  chance  of 
understanding,  reciting  and  listening 
to  the  best  of  British  poetry.

Keeping  the  sole 
seven  white  children 
together  is  divisive 

A  PRIMARY  school  in 
Blackburn  has  been  accused 
of  being  divisive  after  all  its  new 
white  pupils  were  grouped  together 
in  the  same  reception  class. 

The  71  new  starters  at  Lammack 
Primary  School  were  divided  into 
three  classes,  with  two  consisting 
exclusively  of  Asian  pupils.  The  seven 
white  pupils  were  put  together  in  a 
class  with  1 7  Asian  children. 

Union  leaders  said  the  school  was 
segregating  its  four  and  five-year-olds 
and  one  Asian  parent  said  it  was  a 
form  of  apartheid. 

But  headteacher  Mary  Lewis 
defended  the  decision  explaining: 
“The  younger  children  are  placed  in 
friendship  groups  for  part  of  the  day 
to  help  them  settle  into  school  life.” 


Urdu  to  replace  French 

THE  London  School  of  Islamics 
wants  British  children  to  be 
taught  Urdu  and  not  French  in  school 
so  that  they  can  learn  to  respect  and 
understand  the  Muslim  community 
through  Urdu  literature  and  poetry. 
The  Independent  newspaper  is 
backing  their  campaign  arguing  that 
the  teaching  of  Urdu,  instead  of 
French,  in  British  schools  will 
improve  race  relations  because  pupils 
will  share  a  common  language. 


not  for  Mandela 


SINCE  1985  a  statue  of  Nelson 
Mandela  has  stood  outside  the 
Royal  Festival  Hall  on  London’s 
South  Bank.  Now  the  Greater 
London  Authority  want  to  erect 
another  one,  this  time  in  Trafalgar 
Square. 

London  Mayor  Ken  Livingstone,  is 
backing  the  campaign  for  a  nine-foot 
bronze  statue  of  the  former  South 
African  terrorist  which  would  be 
placed  on  a  six  foot  plinth.  One  of  his 
spokesman  announced: 

“The  statue  will  be  a  salute  by  the 
people  of  Britain  to  the  liberated 
people  of  South  Africa  and  will 
symbolise  the  special  ties  between 
the  two  countries.” 

Sculptor  Ian  Waters  sees  the  North 
Terrace  of  Trafalgar  Square  as  the 
most  fitting  place  in  which  this 
statue  can  express  .  .  “the  universal 
recognition  of  Mandela’s  great 
humanity.” 

“This  accessibility  of  the  statue  to  the 
public,  and  the  freedom  to  touch  and 
stand  against  it  is  essential  for  a  statue 
of  Nelson  Mandela.  The  statue  needs 
calm  space  around  it  where  people 


can  gather  and  pause  for  reflection.”

THE  traditional  carol  service 
held  at  Preston  Town  Hall  was 
cancelled  and  will  be  replaced  by  a 
multi-cultural  celebration  to  be  held 
six  weeks  after  Christmas. 

Preston’s  mayor  Bhikhu  Patel  who 
will  host  the  event  said: 

“It  will  be  a  peace  and  harmony-type 
event,  something  culturally  cohesive 
so  it  is  more  inclusive  and  appropriate 
in  my  mayoral  year.”

THERE  SHOULD  only  be  one  topic  being  discussed 
at  British  National  Party  meetings  over  the  next  few 
months  and  that  is  the  local  council  elections  in  May. 

These  elections  offer  the  BNP  a  great  chance  to  increase  still  further 
our  political  influence  within  local  communities,  so  selecting  the 
right  candidates  and  raising  of  sufficient  money  to  fight  effective 
campaigns  should  be  the  only  topics  under  discussion.

Their  diatribe  will  be  being  secretly  filmed  by  an  undercover 
reporter  for  a  follow-up  programme  to  the  Secret  Agent,  which 
was  on  our  TV  screens  in  the  summer  of  2004. 

But  this  time  the  purpose  of  the  programme  won’t  be  just  to 
discredit  the  BNP  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  as  the  last  one  did  -  it 
will  be  to  provide  the  Government  with  its  excuse  to  ban  us. 

Tony  Blair  and  his  colleagues  know  that  if  there  is  another 
suicide  bombing  they  will  have  to  take  immediate  action 
against  Islamic  fundamentalist  groups  in  Britain.  To  do  this 
without  alienating  more  moderate  Muslim  opinion,  and  to 
appear  even-handed,  Blair  will  take  the  opportunity  of  banning 
the  British  National  Party  as  well  and  he  will  use  bogus 
statements  from  bogus  ‘BNP  members’  made  at  BNP  meetings 
{all  captured  on  tape  by  the  BBC)  as  the  reason  for  the  ban. 

It  is  a  tradition  at  BNP  meetings  for  the  audience  to  politely  listen 
when  members  and  supporters  make  their  points  during  the  time  for 
questions  and  any  other  business,  but  sadly  this  must  now  change. 
IF  ANYONE  addresses  a  BNP  meeting  and  talks  about  any 
other  way  to  progress  other  than  fighting  elections,  working 
within  local  communities  and  winning  public  support  by 
selling  our  publications  on  the  high  street,  they  must  be 
challenged  immediately. 

The  Government  see  the  charges  against  Nick  Griffin  and  Mark 
Collett  as  the  start  of  the  demise  of  the  BNP.  In  July  they  will 
be  hoping  that  footage  from  Secret  Agent  -  The  Sequel  will 
provide  enough  concocted  evidence  to  see  the  British  National 
Party  banned  for  good. 

The  future  of  our  party  is  in  the  hands  of  our  officials  and  active 
membership  and  we  must  make  sure  this  doesn’t  happen.  Expose 
these  likely  BBC  infiltrators  as  soon  as  they  start  spouting  their 
nonsense  and  challenge  any  others  who  might  sympathise  with 
their  ‘Walter  Mitty/behind  the  scenes’  diversionary  ideas. 

With  the  Tory  Party  under  Cameron  ditching  its  last  vestiges 
of  interest  in  family  values  and  patriotism,  the  BNP  has  its 
greatest  opportunity  ever  to  become  a  mainstream  party.

With  an  all  time  low  of  bus 
passengers,  declining  timekeeping 
standards  and  public  transport  fares 
rocketing,  the  resulting  increase  of 
pollution  caused  by  more  road  traffic, 
more  road  building  and  more 
congestion  means  that  any  reduction 
in  carbon  dioxide  emissions  by 
renewables  and  by  going  nuclear  will 
be  wiped  out  many  times  over. 

The  government  is  ignoring  the 
most  obvious  reason  for  high  carbon 
dioxide  emissions  -  over  population.

in  preparation  for  the  Scottish  Parlia¬ 
mentary  elections  in  May  2007. 

The  first  speaker  of  the  day  was 
Glasgow  Organiser  Walter  Hamilton, 
who  highlighted  the  injustices  heaped 
on  local  people  by  the  Labour 
Government  and  by  political 
correctness.

Chairman  of  Blackpool  BNP  Roy 
Goodwin,  who  stood  in  Blackpool 
South  at  the  General  Election, 
hopes  the  party  will  move  the 
conference  from  London  where  it 
was  held  last  year  to  the  popular 
northern  seaside  resort. 

“I  personally  think  it’s  a  great  idea 
and  have  been  arguing  for  Blackpool, 
Roy  told  Freedom. 

“We’ve  held  other  meetings  in 
Blackpool  with  as  many  as  200  people 
and  have  never  had  a  problem  with 
booking  any  of  the  major  hotels.  We 
also  hold  monthly  meetings  here.

Some  of  this  material  is  dynamite  and  we 
hope  to  leave  the  Labour  Government  wishing  they  had 
never  opened  this  can  of  worms! 

How  much  of  this  evidence  will  be  quoted  in  the  media 
is  anyone’s  guess,  but  while  we’re  hoping  for  extensive 
coverage  the  fact  is  that  such  very  welcome  publicity 
would  bring  with  it  one  extra  problem.
